Hardy Bulbous Iris You 
Can Grow in the Garde 


DMIRERS of the iris will 
find this group to be valu- 
able additions to their 

collections. Flowering in late 
June and early July, they follow 
the bearded and Siberian irises, 
prolonging the display and pro- 
ducing flowers of a distinct type 
and quality of coloring. The 
colors are clear and brilliant, and 
the petals are delicate, but of ex- 
cellent substance. They make 
quality cut flowers, lasting fully 
a week in water. 


The Dutch iris have displaced 
the Spanish iris, from which they 
were developed. Both they and 
the English iris are successfully 
grown in localities which have 
sub-zero temperatures in the 
winter. In the cold winter states 
they should have the protection 
of a heavy mulch, applied after 
the ground has frozen and should 
be planted in a location where 
spring growth is not unduly 
stimulated, so they will not get 
a premature start, and suffer 
injury from belated frosts. 


Bulbs should be dug each year after foliage 
has turned brown. They should be cured 
quickly in a dry location, and only the largest 
bulbs should be replanted for flowering. The 
smaller bulbs can be grown in a nursery row 
until they reach flowering size. The increase 
is rapid and bulbs which are not lifted will 
crowd and stop flowering. 


ENGLISH IRIS 


These magnificent bulbous Irises thrive in any 
ordinary garden soil but prefer a good loam. The 
earlier the planting, after beginning of September, 
the greater the success; the bulbs should be planted 
4 inches deep. The varieties we have especially se- 
lected as being the very finest and most distinct in 
cultivation, and they will be found as strikingly 
beautiful in color as many of the sumptuous orchids. 
They flower from end of June to beginning of July 
thus succeeding the Bearded Flag Irises, Early 
Xiphium and Spanish Irises. As cut flowers they 
take a first place.

IRIS TINGITANA WEDGEWOOD

If after boxing, they are stood on the 
ground or on ash-covered beds and root through at 
the bottom, it is hundred to one that half of them will 
come blind if the boxes are disturbed. In deep pots 
the roots are less likely to root through at the 
bottom, and treated rightly in other ways, they will 
flower 100 per cent. They must be kept cool, 45 de- 
grees or so, until the buds are out of the neck. A great 
cut flower.

GRAPE HYACINTHS (Muscari) 


Muscaris, or Grape Hyacinths, are a race of spring- 
flowering bulbous plants which thrive in American 
gardens. They are not showy when only a few areseen 
together, but a drift of them presents a picture of 
beauty, especially if planted with late tulips, for 
which purpose they are well adapted. The species 
also look charming in clumps in the rock garden 
or border, and the Feather Hyacinth (M. plum- 
mosum), in particular, may be employed, with great 
gain, in pots in the cold greenhouse. In fact, pot cul- 
ture gives this Grape Hyacinth such delicate and un- 
common coloring, that it might well be grown any- 
where under glass. All are very accommodating in 
their requirements, but prefer a good loam with a 
little old manure dug into it, and, in the case of the 
Feather Hyacinth alluded to, a rather warmer posi- 
tion. The bulbs should be planted during autumn at a 
depth of about three inches and about two inches apart.

E are gratified this fall to be able to offer a complete list of 
lily bulbs grown in America, which experience has proved to 
possess so many advantages over imported bulbs. 

First, they can be planted much earlier, and come to you without 
the weakening effect of a long ocean voyage. They are naturally more 
vigorous, and are already adapted to American climate and soil con- 
ditions; and they have been proved to be more resistant to diseases. 
We especially recommend the new mosaic-free varieties, and the 
American grown Lilium Auratum. 


Because Japanese lily bulbs arrive in this country so late in the fall, 
and the special uncertainties prevailing about all imports at this time, 
we are omitting Japanese lilies from this list. 


Should you desire Japanese bulbs and be able to plant as late as 
December, write us about mid-November and we will quote on your 
needs, if possible. Soil for planting these bulbs late may be kept free 
of frost by mulching heavily. 


HOW TO GROW LILIES 


ILIES are so beautiful, so fragrant, we are likely to think them 
too fine for the amateur to grow. But many are hardy, thrifty 
flowers, capable of surviving conditions which would overcome 

flowers much less beautiful. Grow them in the border in small groups, 
with background, where their beauty has a suitable setting for its 
display. They blossom, as a rule, in midsummer, when fine flowers 
are at a premium. 


Outdoor Culture—When planting lilies out-of-doors, see that they 
have a well drained position, and where they will be shaded from very 
hot sun. Such places can usually be found around the shrub borders, 
and in the hardy plant border. Never mix manure in the soil around 
lilies, but enrich with a standard commercial plant food or with bone 
meal. Many varieties are termed “‘stemrooters, ’ that is, they develop 
roots on the stem up to two or three inches from the ground. These 
roots are voracious feeders, and on them depend greatly the number 
and size of flowers. When they appear, the plant should receive a top- 
dressing of good rich soil on which they can feed freely. Spade over the 
ground thoroughly to a depth of 18 inches before planting lilies. Plant 
the bulbs 4 to 6 inches deep, depending on their size and the soil, deeper 
in light soil. Put some sand under and around the bulbs, and after 
covering protect with six or eight inches of leaves or other litter, which 
must be removed in late spring. 


Indoor Culture—Lilies should be potted immediately upon re- 
ceipt, if intended for growing in pots or for forcing. In potting use a 
compost of fibrous loam and sweet decomposed leaf soil, with plenty 
of coarse sand or a mixture of good peat, loam, and sand, adding to 
the compost a few pieces of charcoal. See that the pot is well drained. 
The bulb should be set about half-way down in the pot and barely 
covered with soil, thus leaving room to top-dress and fill the pot with 
more soil when stem-roots appear above the bulb. After potting, 
give a thorough watering and set outside in a cold frame or shady 
situation, then cover with ashes or long straw. After they have stood 
from three weeks to a month and thoroughly rooted, bring inside, in 
a temperature of about 66°; let the plants grow slowly under a bench 
or some other suitable place until about 6 inches high; then place on 
top of the bench in full light. An occasional application of liquid cow 
manure, starting about six weeks before flowering time, will stimulate 
the plant wonderfully. Thorough rooting is essential. 


Lilium Canadense 
(Meadow Lily)—Ready October 
The whole plant has a downward, graceful movement and looks 
like a slender, tiered green belfry ringing golden bells. The flowers 
are nodding, bell-shaped, with petals flaring out and turning back 
slightly.

This 
practice, indeed, is recommended for the daff- 
odils. And tulips will suffer small loss if allow- 
ed to remain in a bed where they have done 
well, year after year. 
HOW TO PLANT BULBS 

Plant all fall bulbs as soon as they can be 
obtained, and you are willing to disturb es- 
tablished beds. Daffodils and hyacinths ben- 
efit especially from early planting. Tulips 
should go in when the leaves of trees fall, so they have a season of 
growth before the ground freezes. 


In case of necessary delay, all fall bulbs can be planted as late as 
the ground can be worked. A light mulch placed over the proposed 
planting spot will keep the frost out, if delay is unavoidable. A mulch 
over late planted bulbs placed after the ground is frozen, will prevent 
thawing and heaving. 


A complete plant food applied 
to the soil at the rate of 5 pounds 
to 100 square feet, raked into 
the top soil after planting, will 
benefit the bulbs. 


Use no manure with bulbs, 
unless it has been thoroughly 
rotted and can be spaded into 
the ground several months pre- 
vious to planting. 

If planting with a dibber, take 
care that the bulb rests on the 
soil and is not “hung’’—that is, 
left with a hole beneath it caused 

- by the point of the dibber.

Ae classes of roses benefit by fall 
planting when properly done, as it 
enables the plant to start growing earlier 
in the spring. 


Planting Method: Select three or four 
sturdy stems and cut clean away all 
others, prune the selected stems back to 
four or five eyes. Set the plant deeply, 
so that the crown where the stems unite 
is covered and the stems rise out of the 
soil. When frosts begin hill soil six or 
seven inches high around each plant, 
and cover the ground about them with 
several inches of dry leaves, or strawy 
manure. In the spring, dead wood should 
be cut away and each stem cut back to 
three eyes.
